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New Student Enrollments Up 10% 



According to the Dean of Enrollment 
Management Rudy Jones, new student 
enrollments increased this fall by about 
10 percent, from 766 in September 2000 
to 847 in September 200 1 . While the 
number of new students increased, the 
head count decreased from 2,809 in 
September 2000 to 2,689 in September 
200 1 . There was an increase in credits 
from 25,708 in fall 2000 to 26, 1 02 in fall 
200 1 . Dean Jones indicated that students 
were taking more credits this fall than 
last year. 

The enrollment increase resulted in 
maximum use of facilities for morning 
and evening classes. According to 
Assistant Dean of Enrollment Manage- 
ment Doris Woods, over 580 sections 
were offered this fall in about 75 
classrooms. Woods indicated that there 
were no classrooms available at prime 
limes in the morning and evening. At the 
Student's Convocation Provost Janis 
Jones said that more classes were being 



offered in the 
afternoon time 
periods, a period 
when historically 
fewer classes have 
been scheduled. 

According to Dr. 
Jane Aswell, dean 
of the Mathematics 
and Sciences 
Division, "We had to 
open additional 
sections during 
registration. We 
were delighted to 
have such a large enrollment." Enroll- 
ments during the week-long registration 
period were uneven as shown in the 
graph below. Enrollments may have 
been affected by environmental factors 
such as media coverage of the bombings 
in New York and Washington, which 
forced Governor Swift to close all state 
buildings on Tuesday.

The 
strategy was designed to focus 
Roxbury Community College on 
recruiting l ,000 new students this year 
by developing new relationships with 
the community. Dean of Enrollment 
Management Rudy Jones credited the 
Come Home strategy with being a 
major reason for the increased enroll- 
ment of new students.

McNair Grants 

New Beginnings 

2 year funding: $256,000 

This program serves 60 
high school students in an 
after-school program during 
the school year with a four- 
week summer component. 
New Beginnings otYers 
academic enrichment and 
remediation in reading, 
writing, and math and 
coordinates with the 
Saturday Kids to College 
program, over the summer 
Upward Bound residential 
program. It also encourages 
graduating seniors to 
continue their education at 
the college. 

Einstein Program 

2 year funding: $106,700 
Nursing 

Through this grant, nursing 
students receive supple- 
mental education in writing 
skills, including report 
writing, flow- sheet charting 
and medical records. One 
adjunct faculty position 
funded under the grant will 
offer supplemental educa- 
tion in pharmacology. New 
equipment and materials 
including mannequins used 
for nursing practice will be 
purchased for use in the 
nursing lab.

CROSSING UPDATE 

New Student Enrollments 

After the fall issue of the Crossing went to press, the final fall enrollments 
became available and warrant an update to the lead article entitled "New 
Student Enrollment Up 10%." According to Dean of Enrollment 
Management Rudy Jones, the final new student enrollments increased 1 6%, 
from 875 for fall 2000 to 1,043 for fall 2001. The increase of 168 students 
was due to a substantial increase in noncredit students. The head count 
increased from 2,809 for fall 2000 to 2,901 for fall 2001 . Contrary to the 
earlier report there was a decrease in credits from 25,708 in fall 2000 to 
24,495 in fall 2001.
